Remarks 



Claims 8-15 have been rejected under 35 USC 101 as being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter because the language used in claims 8 and 12 is broad enough to 
include propagated signals. Independent claims 8 and 12 have each been amended to 
recite a "storage medium", which excludes propagated signals and includes only tangible 
storage media. Support for this limitation may be found in Applicants' specification in 
paragraph 001 1. Claims 9-1 1 and 13-15 depend from claims 8 and 12, respectively, and 
therefore include this limitation as well. 

Claims 1-7 and 16-27 have been found allowable. Applicants thank the Examiner 
for the indication of allowable subject matter.
